DUN'S REVIEW OF THE WEEK

Genoral Improvement Noticed in All Lines
of Trade.

INDUSTRIAL ESTABLISHMENTS RESUMING

Brighter Ountlook for the Fulure—Evidento
that the Depression in the Husiness
World ls Oniy Temporary -The
Weok's Fallures,

C New Yong, Aug. 25 —Dun & Uo.'s wogkly
review savs: The improvement observed
last wook has bocome much mote distinet
and general. Mnny disasters have been
avolded by s more gensral pooling of re-
sources and o groater spivit of mutual help-
fulneas and forebearance. Ono large stock
fallure for daveral milllons was thus pre-
vented in Wall ateset on Thursday. Money
on eall is more abundant, but thero is little
reliof as vo prospecta for mervantile nccom-
modations, The dificulty of collections and
the intorruption of exchange are nearly as
sorious as ovor, Tho number of industrinl
establishments  resuming bogins to com-
pare  fairly with tha number stop-
ping work. Now York resumptions
only show that the stoppage was roally
tempornrily, and that the wage controversies
have been setuled, Of twenty resumptions
raported in the iron industeies, most ave of
this character, while three fallures and
thirtesn stoppages aro reported, bestdes ten
cases of veduction in foree or i time, The
failure of the work in this branch has been
tha canse of the roduction of wages for
many thousand hands.

T'rodoels In Better Demand.

A little better demand appoars for some
products, such as wire nails and barbod wire,
of which the important producers have buon
idle for nenrly two months, but, in general,
the consumption has so far decreased that
southern furnaces are offering pig lron at
\'nr; low figures here, and standard mukors
in Pennsylvania are contemplating a reduc-
tion in price.

The weekly output of Connelisville coke is
97,585 tous, 12,711 ovens being idle and only
4,022 in operation, Numerous cancellations
of orders have depressed lake copper to U
cents, nearly the lowest price on record.

The shipment of hoots and shoes from Bos-
ton shows a decrease, compared with last
year, of 88 per cent for the week and coun-
termands still offset new orders at the oast.

The textilo manufacturers show no im-
provement and dispatches mention twenty-
four mills as having closed indefinitely, and
seven others temporarily, one for the first
timoe in fifty years, and it is also staced that
twenty of the largest in Maine have doter-
wined to close next woeek., On the other
hand twelve mills, whiek temporarily closed,
have now resumed.

Sales of wool are about tho smallest ever
known at this season, amounting lnst woek
nt the three chief markets to 1,033,012
pounds, agiinst 7,104,062 pounds for thesame
week last year.

The markets during the past week haye
not been active. Tt may assist exports in
tho future that swhoat has reached a some-
what lower point, 66!y cents being quoted
for August dehivery, nml cotton has also de-
clined, with more favorable crop reports, to
714 cents. The enormous stocks still
depress prices of hoth products,

Where Has the Gold Gone?

Though eurrency 1s at a premium of 1 to 2
per ¢ent, the demand is less than a week
ago, Receipts of gotd from Furope during
tho past week have baan 6,700,000, but the
Bauok of England has raiscd its rate to 5 per
cent, which is expected to stop further ship-
ments of gold to this country, and the
Bank of Irance has lost during the
past week about 21,000,000, Men ask in vain
what has become of the money. Although
12.000,000 gald has been received atthis
port in August, the New York banks held
24°800,000 Tess specie and  $6,400,000 less logal
tenders than at the end of July, nnd the
treasury also holds about 81,000,000 less gold
and &4, 000,000 less logal tenders and has out-
standing §0,000,000 more treasury noles.
The absorption of money, 1t is evident, hns
not yet censed and credit substitutes in use
us vel properly supply its pluce. Butitis
well to remember Lthat a mere change in pub-
lie sentiment would unlock many millions of
money and ndd cnormously to the volume of
eredits, Though such a ehinge has oot yet
come, there is general hope that it may not
bo long deferred.

Evidences that the Spirvit of the Market s
sSteadlly Improving.

New Your, Aug. 25, —Bradstrect's review
of tha stock market for the weok will say: @
While the market was free from positive
disturbance or from any active efforts to de-
press values, the early partof the speculs-
tive weelk was marked by an apprehensive
and nervous state of sentiment. Rumors
about the position of some lmportant stock
and bond houses were current on Wednoes-
day, and it was not until the following day
that the market was relieved by the an-
nouncement that  the danger of an
important nssignment had been averted
by the formation of a syndicate which
had continued the louns of the endangered
establishment until its securities could ba
sold with safety. 1t was also belioved that
in other instauces houses had been foreed to
liquidate loans on bonds and stocks which
had deprecinted and that the selling from
such intorests has allowed the bear interest
to procure stocks and reduce their outstand-
ing lines of shorts. The market, relioved
from the fear of more failures, showed on
Thursday sfternoon an fneroused disposition
to respond to the belief that the finuncial
situntion is lmproving.

Considerable attention is given to the
news from Washington, the fecling being
that the rapeal of the Shermap actis in
view, althoush in view of the possible delays
which oy be encountered by the ropenling
measures there s little disposition as yet Lo
discount the benetit of such wetion,

I he apparent decreuse in the domand for
curreocy dod the wenkening of tho premium
ware offast to some extent by the doubling
of call loun rates, due to the witndrawal of
funds which have been lopned in the Stock
exchange and which were needed lu connee-
tion with toaoncial srrangements to check
the liguidation. of bond loans, Another un-
fuvaorablo foctor wis tho advance of the
Bank of Englund rate to 6 per cent, which is
accepted a8 notice that there js no disposi-
tion there to Tacilitate nny further arvitcial
drain of specie in thas divection. The de-
cragsed willingness to pay the premivin re-
quired w effect gold imports, and the small
aud scastering engagements of the week
were also not without influence,

BRADNTREET'S REVIEW OF TRADE,

Beotter Oatlook o the Businoss World—
Jivasons for Roejoloing,

New Youk, Aug. 25 —Bradstroet's state
of trade will tomorrow embody tha follow-
ing: T'here is reason o believe the tendency
toward improvement has extended from the
west and sorthwest to the soutnh. There ave
ncbual increascs in sales of staple articies of
merchandise reported from New York and
Boston ot the east, from Chicago, Loulsville,
S5t Louls and Milwaukee at the west, uud
from Richmond, Memphis and New Orleans
b the south. Still more siguiticant is the
information that banks av Clselnnpatd,
Cleveland, Loulsville, Chicago and St. Louis,
in the west, ure manifesting o disposition Lo
extond lines of discount somewhiat, while
the like is true in a moderate degreo ot
Lattie Roek, Dalins and Galveston iu the
southwest, Hearing fn tho same direction
nre stitements lrow Bufale and Duluth that
less hoarding of currency is misuifested; o
some lnsthnces funds which had beou with-
held frow elrculation have boen deposited o
biks within the weok.  The stock and loan
murkets nt Now York are much wore cnoor-
ful in the belief that the repeal of tho Sher-
mini ach pssured. Further reliefl is

DRUGS FOR THE COUNTY POOR

——

Froe Modicine for the Deserving Indigent of
This County.

WILL  RE-ESTABLISH THE PHARMACY

—

Commisioners Doelde to Open Up n Drug
and Grocery Store to Sapply the Wants
of the Siok nnd Hangry
Depondonta,

The county commissionors hnve docldad o
re-ostablish  tho county pharmney, which
was abandonod a couple of years ago, and
aenin ko a hand o dealing out -‘.Nun{ Lo
the paupers and tho poor of the county,
though this time tho drug shop will bo ran
upon o difervat plan than heretoforo,

In the good old days when the county was
in the drug business, the pharimacy took on
many of tho charactaristios of o well kept
and high toned saloon. Then some of tho
county ofticials ana the employea of tha
court house had thoir private bottlos in the
pharmney, and it has beon often said that
the county pald for a large partion of
the high priced liguor deunk about the
promises and that upen the books of Lho
druggist furnishing tho supplios the article
was clintgoed as pills, tinotures and oxtracts,
Whather or not this is true has never been
Known to o certainty, but color is given to
the statement by the fact that as soon as the
present reforn administration vook up the
reins of government the pharmacy was abans
doned, and in taking account of the old stock
on hmm enough empty jugs were found to
fill an uriliu'\ry Mraight car and the pe-
culinrity about the whole business was thas
oich ing !\'m:lnl Jug bore the Inbol, “Spirita
fermenti,” and that there was no rocord o
show that the county had over used any-
thing like that quantity of the fire water,

New System FPropnased,

Now it is proposed to conduct the phar-
macy upon an entirely different plan, and
froni the moment of ith establishmont lush-
Ing will not be toleratod, nor will wines ana
liquors be kept for nnnhing Bxcopt purely
modicinal purposes, Lo be dealt out upon the
ordors of the county physicinn.  With rofer-
enco to the stoek of common drugs, it is not
the intention to put in o full and
complete stock, such as the pharmacy
formeriy contained, as the members of tho
present board gre of the opinion that that
would lead to a renewasl of the old abuses
that prevailed during the years that have
passod away, but this timo the county physl-
tinn will bo callod upon to concoot mixturea
which will cure colie, hosdaches and  othor
ordinary ailments. Thesa mixtures will ba
kept in large vessels, nnd will ba presoribed
by the county agoent or his assistant. Thoe
The head  physician will have his offico in
the room, and If the mixtures on hand
should not huppen to it the particular case,
he will be authorized to preseribe and send
the patient to the dengeist who may hoappen
to have secured the preseription contract,

Fortune Fritterod Away.

During the past few weeks the commis-
siguners have given this drug question soma
sorious consideration, and by making esti-
mates thoy have arrived at tho couclusion
thut duriog the past vwo yours, the timo
during which they have been farming tho
drug contract out the county has pad $10,-
000 for less than 81,500 worth of drugs, This
differencs, they nver, would hiavve beeh saved
to the county if the pharmuscy had beon in
operation and had been run upon business
principles,

to put in aud carry a complote stock of
groceries, instead of giving the countvy
chiurges orders upon the potnilers of the city.
Thoe causoof this movoement is duoe to tho
fact that for many months the people who
have received alms from the county have
been tne vietims of unscrupulous grocers
with whom they hove dealt. ''he large
dealers of the city have always falled and
refused to bid on the [urnishing of
groceries to the outside poor and as a natural
consequence  the contracls have gone to
the small dealers in the suburbs and o few
of the light welght dealers in tha heart of
the city,
Sconles Short on Welght,

Almost ever sinco the system has boon
in operation there huve been complaints
to the effect that while the county's ordoers
huve boon nonoreld, the amounts have baon
short and the prices charged have been
much higher than W private customers,
notwithstunding the fact that the county
has puid  these bills every thirty duays.
During the past few months sevoral
instunves  have come to  Jight where
the epntracting grocers hnve not
only short-weighted the county charges,
but have charged 10 ana even 15
per eent more  for their goods than when
dealing with private parties, In viow of ajl
these  clroumstaness  the  commissioners
have decided to cut the vetailers cold and
do thoir own dispensing of charvities, To ae-
complish this they wilr fit up n store room
in the basoment of the court house, in which
they will keop the stock of flour, cured
meats,  sugar, tea, coffee and  other
heavy groceries, This  departmoent  will
bo under tho supervision of the
cotinty agent and the committee on outsido
charities. The county agent will be given a
clork. whoso only duties will be to furnish
such supplies as are recomimoeadod by his
chief, or the chairmun of the charity com-
mitteo,

In speaking of the pm‘arv matter yestor.
day morning, both Chairman Stenberg and
Commissioner Willinms sald that in theiropi-
nion the plan would saye the county seveeal
thousand dollars during thoe cominge winter.
They knew that they would snve the profits
of the middleman, as the county conld buy
s cheaply ns any  retaller in the eity, and
besides that, bath the poor and the county
could got the full amount without any over-
charge or short weight,
